He added that 
he did not cpnsider that a final offer of the 
position been made, and stated as a 
conjecture that he had been consulted prob- 
ably because of his wide knowledge of men 
in the ranks of teaching theologians. 

The matter of selecting a successor to Dr. 
Northrup is in the hands of a committee of 
the Board of Trustees, Which wul report to 
that body as soon as it has decided upon a 
man. Dr. Northrup’s resignation is to be 
effective immediately. M the place is of- 
fered to Superinte t Andrews, it will 
necessitate an immediate decision. perin- 
tendent Andrews stated that he could make 
no decision until he had deen offered he 
position. 

“Tt would be an extraordinary experi- 
ment to name Dr. Andrews,“ said Dr. P. 8. 
Henson, a member of the Board of Trustees 
‘of the university, but universities are in 
the habit of ee doing extraordinary 
things. 

Trustees May It. 

The offer of the chair to Superintendent 
Andrews would be met with so wide a 
divergence of opinion among the trustees 
that it is regarded as merely a probability, 
when otherwise it might be looked upon as 
assuerd, since President Harper is known to 
favor the selection of Dr. Andrews. It is 
stated that from the first it has been the in- 
tention of the head of the University of Chi- 
cago to have Dr. Andrews connected with 
the management of the institution. in the

At the last 
meeting of the board an effort was made to 
overthrow one of the rulings Dr. Andrews 
had established for the conduct of the schools 
—the ruling against transfers from one 
school to another. It failed by one vote, ten 
voting against the superintendent and seven 
for him. 

The grade teachers also have begun the 
new year apparently in the same rebellious 
mood in which they ended the last one. 

In view of these conditions the supposed 
offer of the chair of systematic theology to 
Dr. Andrews by President Harper is at- 
tributed to the fact that Dr. Andrews came 


into the Chicago school system through thé 


influence of “President Harper, who now, 
presumably, regards it as his part to offer 
Dr. Andrews a means * withdrawing 


from it.

[FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE TO THE CHICAGO 
TRIBUNE BY R. H. LITTLE.) 

Manila, Aug. 25.—When the Sultan of Sulu 
signed the treaty in which he renounced all 
his claims of ownership in the great Sulu 
Archipelago, recognized the full sovereignty 
of the United States over all those islands, 
gave up the righe to his own flag, and con- 
sented to become merely a Governor, ro- 
sponsible to the American nation for his 
official acts, a great victory was won. 

General John Bates, who brought about 
the treaty, had a hard proposition on his 
hands. He was sent to Jolo to effect, if he 
could, a treaty with a people who were as 
different from us, as a people well could be, 
and who are ferociously warlike—thousands 
of them hardly more than savages and many 
of them having never seen 4 man. 

They are Mohammedans, an inbern | 
hatred of Christians. They have never been 


,geonquered, and have waged for centuries 
wars against the Spaniards, whom they beat 


back again and again. The only white peo- 
ple they had ever known were the Span-

law which authorizes 
the coinage of more silver in sums less than 
$1, but ways and means are being sought to 
furnish’ the people with money of this char- 
acter with which to transact business. To- 
day the amount of fractional currency in 
the Treasury amounted to $3,022,286 and 
this small balance is liable to be wiped out 
any day. All the mutilated coin has been 
reminted and turned into the channels of 
trade, but something more must be done. 
Assistant Secretary Vanderlip is now at 
work on a scheme which he promises will 
enable the Treasury without violating the 
laws to supply the demand for fractional 
‘silver. He refuses to discuss this plan until 
it is put into operation, but believes it will 
work successfully until Congress can au- 
thorize the coinage of a larger amount of 
fractional silver. Treasurer Roberts is of 
the opinion that at least $225,000,000 fraction- 
al currency will be required to transact the 
business of the country, and the amount at 
the disposal of the Treasury is only $70,000,-
